LOST! 


Mr. B. Prince returned at noon on Wed- 
nesday from a final and unsuccessful at- 
tempt to tind his companion on the late trip 
up trom Battleford, who left his camp on 
Monday evening, the 5th inst., and has not 
been seen or heard of since. All search both 
from Edmonton and Battleford has been 
abandoned as hopeless. 


Mr. Prince gives the following account of 
the circumstances of the young man’s disap- 
earance and the subsequent efforts to find 

im. 

We left Battleford on Thursday, the 1st 
inst., for Edmonton, taking the telegraph 
trail. Our outfit comprised a buck »oard and 
horses, and the party consisted of Mr. Strang 
and myself. Mr. Strang had been residing 


in Battleford for some months, and was em- | 


ployed in A. Macdenald & Co’s store. He 
was Lotin the best of health, and told me that 
he had been under the doctor's care lately. 
He thought the trip to Edmonton would do 
him good. He appeared to be all right when 
he lett Battleford and continued so until 
Saturday night, the third night out. During 
the night, about an hour aiter having g: ne 
to bed, he began to talk strangely, fancying 
that he was in Battleford,he wanted to go to 
the store sumetines, and sometimes thought 
he was in the store talking to acquaintances, 
und that there were parties around the tent 
who meant mischief and whoin he wanted to 
shoot. Atone time he imagined that there 
wus a stranger in bed between he and 
1 whom  he_ wished to shoot. This 
I naturally objected to, and getting 
up kept him quiet until daylight. At day- 
light, While hitching up, 1 allowed him to 
ruy to a biuff which he thought was the 
store. with his revolver to shoot robbers, 
taiking to his companions all the time. 
Alter hitching up 1 followed and ted him 
back by the arm to the wagon and put him 
in and drove off. I took the revolver from 
him, He acted in a rather strange manner 
aliday Sunday. On Sunday night he wanted 
to run away from me. 
hard on him and had no business to keep 
hin with me. About three o'clock in tie 
worning he Jumped vut of bed and ran into 
a large swamp, Where he stood up to the 
Waist in water until l brougnt him out. I 
then buiit a tire te dry his clothes and my 
own, While in the tent he wanted to go 
down stairs and change his clothes. Started 
away at daylight and he seemed to be more 
quiet. He sud he woud not go into the 
water aguin. Had breakfast three hours 
atver starting Ou Monday. He ate heartily 
atcach meal, After breakfast he got worse 
aud thad to hold hima yreat deal during the 
dav to keep him in tne rig. He was not 
ditticult to hold as he was not very strong. 
Stopped tor tea about four o'clock, iv the 
Roiling Hilis about 100 miles east of Edinon- 
ton. He helped to unnitch the horses, and 
then etarted towards a biutf about two hun 
dred yards distant. Lasked him where he 
wes going. Hv said to the store to see 
Charlie (Charlie Williams, of Battleford). As 
he had done the same several times before | 
let him go and asked him to bring some 
wood back. He said All right.” On uear- 
ing the bluff he began to run, passing around 
it so a8 to be out of my sight. I called to him 
“Come back,’ but he did not answer and 
ran faster. I followed him on foot but he got 
out of sight among the bluffs and | never 
saw him atterwards. Il fullowed his track tor 
a couple of miles in a, northwesterly direc- 
tion and then lost it, as it was getting dark. 
In returning to camp I got losi myself, and 
did not get to my horses uncil half-past six 
o'clock. IL built @ large tire and kept it up 
all night and shouted, bat got no answer. 
1 searched on horseback all Tuesday 
Wednesday and on Thursday | gave up and 
started wastward. lu tie evening, after 
driving about 45 miles TL met Mr. Hardisty. 
Ou Friday worning | started back with an 
Judian who Was accolupanying Mr. Hardisty 
and who Was said to be au expert in tracking, 
aud reacted the place of search at 4 o'clock 
in the evening. Searched all that evening 
and part of Saturday, but found nothing. 
Gaveup on Saturday afternoon and arrived 
in Edimonton Monday evening.
